The First Revolution. 

fTho first opiibfcitutional- re-volution of 
th'^ centripetal wheel of RfesponBiblc 
Government lias brought Mr. DqCos- 

-.mopjto the top. If it should turn out 

. .that he has attaaned that poBitioii by 
fair and honoralile means, ancl if he 

'-'sliouldprovo true io his life-long pro- 
fessions; i the House and tho country 
■will doubtless be disposed to accord a 
liberal support and a. fair trial. Tliero 
woidd stiil; iiowever, b& tho difficulty 
of the dual seats, with consequeat 
divided and conflicting interests. 
We contend that, if he would be suc- 
cosaful horo,lie must bo content to re- 
main here. If ho ■would .succocd at 
Ottawa, lie must go to Otta-\va. But, 
on the other hand, phoidd tlio paiurul 
rumors one hoars about treachery and 
the desertion of principles and party 
in order td dttain ofBce, prove true, 
■WG should not cnre to l)p anfswcrablo 
for tho results. Few politicians can 
afford to kick away tho ladder by 
wbieli tlioy hnvo rcacliod an elcvatod 
poBition. Hi'cli in^n'atitudo and iiiklis- 
cretion generally brintf their uwu pun- 
ishment. There i.s too common a uo- 
tion that "all is fair in politics;" but it 
is just as true of [)olitic9 aa of auytliing 
else that "honesty ia tho best policy." 
An earnest dosiro that tho first consti- 
tutional attempt to set tlio machinory 
of Responsible Govornniont fairly in 
jnotion leads ns, howover, to hope for 
tlio best. Tho public will now look 
very eagerly forward for tho policy 
of the new G-overnment. Mr. DcCoa- 
mos was not long enough in tho House 
last session to enable tho public to 
form any very detinitc idea as to what 
l^olicy ha would liavo suggested for 
British Columbia under the now sys- 
tem. And yot wo tiro not left in tho 
dark as to -n-bnt tli.it policy would hnvo 
been, if tho eniineiatious of his organ 
may bp accepted as aiilliority upon tho 
subject. In it wo found llio iato Govorn- 

- ment-taken to task for largely inoieasiag, 
instead of reducing, the oxpenso of con- 
ducting public atlairs. It was confidently 
believed that a material reduction in the 
expense of carrying on the Gorernincnt 
would have been one of tho first act.-t of 
tho M'Croigkt administr.ition ; and the 
readiness with which tho Civil List Hill 
was repealed strengthened tho bi>liof. 
But whenever it became known tli.at. in- 
stead of a reduction, thoro was a. niat<;rinl 
increase, public feeling was very much 
incensed.' .The expense of managing L'ro- 
vincial affairs now exceed tho Provincial 
revenue jsropor by nearly lifty per cent. 
The proposition that it should not oxnocd 
it at all api)ears to ns a fair ono. It is 
one which has been accepted ))>• tho i)ul)- 
lic press generally ; and tho country ivill 
exjject that the new Government shall bo 
Ijrepared with * policy that will effect a 
saving of at least fifty per cent. It may 
be asked how it came that thaHotise sanc- 
tioned the increased eipenditures last 
session ; and. inasmuch as a nioudjor of 
the ontgoinff Ministry has even .already 
twitted the House with iiiiding i'anit with 
an exi)onditure it had .sanctioned, it souius 
all tho mora necessary that wo should ro- 
miad the public of this important fact: 
When tho Estimates cama down, last 
session, the GovpriniiLMit had already 
snlTei-cd virtual defeat : aud tho Houst' 
was given distinctlj to understand that, in 
so far as llicy related to Uio public ser- 
vice, tho Ministry would stand or fall by 
these Estimates. Under these circuni- 

* stances, the House had to choose between 
turning out the Ministry and sanctioning 
the "Civil List" aa it caino down from tho 
Executive Chamber. "When th'-- l^sti- 
mates were taken up, U.Troli was alrcndy 
far spent, aud the iTou.se l;ad id eonsiiioi- 
the consequences of defoaling tho Minis- 
try and holding elections at that season 
of the year, A majority of the members 
wore led to conclude that, although the 
Government did not enjoy tho conlidence 
of the country, and although tlio Civil 
List was by no means such as tlioy <muM 
approve of, yet they woiild be acting most 
in the interest of the country by ponnit- 
ting legislation to go on; bo, Vitli wry 
faces but patriotic liearts,thoy swallowed 
the "Bloated Civil List." It is to bo pio- 
sumod, however, that no such cir.^mii- 
stances will impose siinilar rr-straiiit ujioii 
tho Li.'gislature this session; but, that 
members will bo freo to deal with tlio 
Estimates, and the Oovornmeht too, upon 
their own merits. 

Tho Hew Miaistry. 

In an article wi'itton before tho ])orson- 
nol of tho now Ministry had trau.spired, 
wo alluded to certain rumors of treachery 
and desertion on the part of Mr. DeCos- 
mos. Hownvcr anxious ono might bo to 
dis(n'edlt thoao i-unioi-s, tlici-o npiicar.i 
to bo too much rsas(]n to lii-liovc ib:it ihoy 
aro in tho main true. L'irsLof all Im iii- 
vited tu'o out of tho throo dcfeatod Jliiii,,- 
tora to accept two out of tho threo portfo- 
lios. One of thoin felt that he could not 
in honor accept. Next, wo find him giv- 
ing another ])()rtfolio to ono whohar,, from 
lirst to last, been an out ami uiil .•mppurL. 
erof thoold Ministi-y, SI) thai nut of Iho 
thr.T liOi lfidios two were given to tho do- 
fented i)arty and ono to tho victorious 
party. "To tho victors belong the spoils," 
usadtobo Mr. JJcCo.'Miiofi' jimfto. Jt'would 
sound strangely from his li|iM bi-day, 
"To tlio va!i(|uislii'd bidoiig thf) spdi hi " 
would bo his true ni'dto now. It slioiihl 
1)(> obsnrv(!il thc.t I his is not ijiorcly ii (pii-s- 
tion of miui. A vital pi-iiu-i]do is invdlvcd. 
There weni^ two partitas in tho House—- 
tho Government and the OpiJosition. The 
latter, becoming the stronger, ovortlncw 
tho Government, and stood in the ]iosi- 
tion of having tho confidence of the country 
— the ])arlj whi<'li,aceordingto the j)rfjsi'nt 
form of administration, ought to gdvoin. 
But . what does tho leader of this p:ni_y duV 
Hb turns his back upon tho _ parly" that 
made tho mistake of recognizing liiiii a:; 
its loaihu', .lud gives two oiil of (ho throa 
]>ortfoli(>s to members of the ])arly that 
hail lost th(^ conlidnnco of tl'.o oountiy; 
and th(H-o is reason (o believe that lill 
tliroQ portfolios would have boon similar- 
ly disposed of had not the gontleman to 
whom tho offer was niado slirnnk from be- 
ing a party to stioh ftu t)|l5>friido»ii}e»t p| 



principle. But there are other and, por- 
liaps, more practical gcouiids of objection 
to tho new i\f inistry. In point of impor- 
tance, it cannot bo "tiaid that Cariboo boars 
the same proportion to the rest of tho 
Province as it onco did. It is, doubtless, 
ontitlod to a Beat in the Cabinet, Lut 
what about tho great Districts of Iiillooet, 
Yalo and Eootanay, comprising vithreo- 
fbuvtlis of the Mainland? These Districts, 
Topresonting tho permanent wealth of the 
Mainland, send seven representatives to 
the House, as they aro wollentillod to do. 
And yot they aro cleniad all share in tho 
adniiniatration. Then, again, look at tho 
wliolo country stretching from Juan do 
Fuoa away to Oomox, . a distance of nearly 
ly two liundred miles and comprising 
nearly all tlif> agricultural and mineral 
lands on \'nncouvcr Island. Three 
Districts -r- .- . j'g eight representatives 
monopoii, o ■•.f,-, tlepartmonta of Gov- 
ornmeal, wh: - ■nght Districts, sending 
soventoon reineaontatives, are passed 
over. Not that wo would' lay down any 
east-iron territorial rules ; but wo contond 
that, brains and follov,-ing being equal, 
territory is entitled to greatconsidcvatiun. 
And who will say that, in this instauco, 
these arc not oiiual ? There is only one 
more i)oint that wo shall notice now, al- 
though there are many more deserving of 
remark. The great agrictdtural interests 
havo no representative in tho Government; 
aud wo fool quite sure no ono will pretend 
that thoro aro not in tho House agrieul 
turista well fitted to bo at the head of a 
Department. It is to bo feared that tho 
whoel will havo to mako yet another revo- 
lution.

Sir Hugh Allan, Mr. Brydgos and !Mr.
